DRIVE TO AID PARENTS OF MORGAN 
i GIRL TO OPEN SOON 


Rhonda McKenzie, one year old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ronald McKenzie of West 
Liberty, is scheduled to undergo surgery on 
December 1, for severe deformities and face¬ 
building surgery. A minimum of six opera¬ 
tions are required to correct her condition. 
Rhonda’s condition, although rare, is all thc- 
morc tragic for its mysterious origin. Doc¬ 
tors have been unable to find any direct 
cause for the defects, such as illness during 
pregnancy, or the mother's use of defect- 
causing drugs. 

Dr. Milton Edgerton, chief plastic surgeon 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore, Md., 
said, “As is the case with many of these 
rare anomalies, they arc a bolt out of the 
blue. This is a young family and it hits 
them hard. These parents want their baby 
at home with them. We hope that one thing 
our surgery will do is to case Rhonda's 
physical difficulty and make her appearance 
more normal.” 

A Rhonda McKenzie fund has been estab¬ 
lished. The board overseeing this project 
approved I he objective of “involving the 
entire community in assisting the Ronald 
McKenzie family in their efforts to provide 
corrective surgery for Rhonda McKenzie.’’ 
The plan involves relieving the McKenzies 
of those expenses that are not covered by 
their insurance, or contributed as a free 
service from the hospital and the medical 
team. 

The Board has approved a plan by which 
the entire community will have a conven¬ 
ient way of contributing to the Rhonda Mc¬ 
Kenzie Fund. Anyone wishing to contribute 
to the Rhonda McKenzie Fund before it of¬ 
ficially gets underway three weeks from now 
should send their contribution by mail to:
